EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims

have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method for 
detecting at least one chemical species related to the chemical in which there is 
provided a metal surface and fluid suspected of containing the at least one of the 
chemical and the related species and if present in the fluid, releasing the at least one of 
the chemical and related species from the fluid into a gas phase is not found in the prior 
art. The prior art of record to Chan is the closest prior art but does not teach, disclose 
nor suggest a method In which if present in the fluid, there is at least one of the 
chemical and the related species from the fluid into the gas phase. No where in Chan is 
it disclosed or suggested the phase of the chemical and its related species in which it is

in the gas phase, neither is there suggested the exposed metal surface is exposed to a 
gas phase. Chan discloses a liquid phase nor 'releasing the at least one of chemical 
and related species from the fluid into the gas phase'.
